W HEREAS doubts have arisen as In the validity of the ac ts of the 1

Municipal Councils that have heeu appointed since the establishment of the 
Civil Government and it is expedient to clear up such doubts and to provide 
for I lie 1 appointment of Municipal Councils by nomination pending the holding 
of municipal elections, 

HE IT ENACTED by the 1 High Commissioner lor Palestine, with the 1 
advice of the Advisory Council thereof

3. Pending the 1 holding of Municipal elections the 1 District 
Governor, with the* approval of the 1 High Commissioner, may 
nominate 1 or suspend a Municipal Council or a President or 
any member thereof and may replace a President or member 
who has been suspended. 

i. (1) Nothwilhslandmg anything in the* Ottoman Law 
of Municipalities of the 1 27lh Hamadan, 121 >4, any rates or 
taxes imposed or any lees charged by a nominated Municipal 
Council since the Hrilish Occupation shall he deemed to have 
been and to la 1 validly imposed and charged.

Governor for the 
approval of the Government.

Law not to apply. Municipalities x»f 27 th Hamadan, 12114, shall no longer he a im¬ 
plied in Palestine and shall he deemed not to have been 


applicable since the British Occupation.
